.As a proof of the general improvement 
of Ireland, and the absence of all neces- 
sity for rebellion to remove such evils as 
remain, wo extract the following beauti- 
ful sentiment from the charge of Mr. 
Justice Fitzgerald who scutcnccd Pigott 
and Sullivan the seditious writers in the 
Irishman and Weekly News, 

" The rebellion in which Emmet engaged 
was now passed entiroly inio history, and it 
was not treason to allude to it, or to express 
pity and comrniseralion for that gifted young 
enthusiast, especially when they recolloctod 
that tho objects he sought in his unsuccee- 
ful rebellion had been nearly all since ob- 
tained, and were now the law of tho land, 
If Emmet were now alive he would probably 
be found contenled with the present Btate ol 
things, selling his face against the tide of 
democracy, and endoovouriDg to stem Ibe 
flood of Red Republicanism that had come 
over the land. Therefore he saw nothing 
in nnoovering at the spot or> which he had 
been executed. Whether that was done, 
not to express pity, but for the purpose of 
inciting tho men of ihe present dny lo follow 
his example ty joining in armed iusurraolion 
was a mutier to be taken loto uccuuul with 
referonce lo the character of the assembly." 

In addition wo present the concur- 
rent testimony of the Lord Lieutenant 
given at the Lord Major's banquet on 
replying to the toast of ' Prosperity to 
Ireland.' His Lordship, himself an Irish- 
man, gave a very encouraging view of the 
condition of the country. From his 
statement, it appears, emigration decrease 
ed 19,000 last year, and the reduction 
vwiW saaitst *hVm1*&~J£k%£ t ?s 
turbances of Cork might be considered 
exceptional, . for cf.rtnin.lv over three- 
fourths of the country was sound. Much 
of this improvement had arisen from a 
disposition shown of lato years by the 
English people, to discriminate . between 
the perpetrators of outrage, and tho Irish 
people generally, and, as far as possible, 
to consider their greivances and Bympa> 
thizo with their wrongs. A most cheer- 
Jag account >vas g-iven of the progress of 
Dublin. Its tonnage had increased from 
880,000 in 1857, to 1,486,000 in 1SG7 ; 
and the revenue from £26,000 to JE44,- 
000 sterling in tho same period. His 
Lordship pledged himself us to tho desire 
of the English Government to give a more 
liberal and special encouragement to the 
Irish. It is always better to govern man 
by lovo than through fear. With a little 
patience and forbearance ou both aides 
we see no reason against Ireland become 
ing in a short time as happy and prosper- 
ous as any other portion of the English 
Dominion. A liberal settlement of tho 
questions of tho Irish Church, and Linnd* 
lord and Tenant, both now before Par- 
liament, will smooth the way for the 
arrangement of all other subordinant dif- 
ferences and misunderstandings, which 
have so long aggravated both countries, 
and made them enemies for centuries. 
Whatever is right let England do it — 
not from Intimidation, hut from a sense 
of Justice ______ 



Sandwich Islands. 

San Fbasoisoo, May 7— Tho bark: Comet, 
from Sandwich Islands, arrived last night, 
bringing the following intelligence: 

Tho volcano of Maunaloa bus broken out 
in the most terrific eruption known in history. 
The eruption waa preceded and accompanied 
by two thousand shocks of earthquake- at 
Hawaiian. Over 100,000 people perishod io 
Kau district. Every house prostrated with 
tbo exception of oue or two. Land slides 
were innumerable, and furiously rushing down- 
ward like avalanches, burying people's houses 
and cattle beneath them. Along the beach 
came a tidal wave over thirty leot ia height, 
which extended along tbo coast u distance oi 
fifty miles. T his come in waBhiDg right 
over iha cocoa-nut trees and running soma 
distance inland, carrying out a small native 
village and ull persons that wero within reach 
at ihe time ; some 37 souls. The crater of 
MaUDoloa has been enlarged and broken 
down on one side, bo that it is now about 
two miles in diameter, from which vast jets of 
lava are emitted A lava stream from the crater 
on the summit of the mountain has gone 
underground and broken out on the slope 
far below about only six miles from tho sea. 
At this point lour jets of lava have forced 
themselves through the earth, throwing 
themselves and rooks 1000 feet in the air, 
and a stream of lava 1000 to 1500 feet wide 
and six miles lung is flowing down to the sea 
it the rate of 12 miles an hour. Tho excite- 
ment is immense, and large nnmbera are 
flocking to tho volcano. The damage by 
earthquakes upon tho other islands was con- 
siderable but not serious.

Confederation would confur upon Ihe people 
of British Columbia the same power of self- 
government m ihcy themselves onjoy; be it 
thereforo 

Resolved— That it ia the opinion of the 
population of Lytton oily and district th 
the immediate admission of the Colony 
British Columbia into the Dominion of 
Canada, on fair and equitable terms, will 
materially tend to tho promotion of its 
future greatness, wclfnro and prosperity.' 
Mr Hall and Mr Mclnuea also spoke in sup 
port of the resolution, and generally in luvor 
of Confederation. A lesolulioa waa pawed 
appointing Messrs Smith, Boyd and Hall 
Committee for the purpose of corresponding 
with Committees formed at other points, and 
generally to promote tbe movement. The 
meeting, which is said to have been the 
largest and most enthusiastic over held at 
Lytton, separated with three cheers (or tbo 
Queen, and three more for the Dominion of 
Canada* 

We received tho following Item yesterday 
morning in an envo^pe, but by whom sent 
or from what paper taken wo do not know. 
So fur as a Fenian invasion of this country 
is concerned we have not tbe slightest fear 
although wo wonld avoid no precaution to 
avoid It. The blustering resolution carried 
by Mizner through the California Legisla- 
ture (which we referred to at tbe time) would 
not bo considered very dangerous, if like 
ourselves iho public knew the man's charac- 
ter.
